A CENTENARY BIOGRAPHY. 
—— 
(By BEDA.”) 


MONG the eminent figures of Irish 
history, Daniel O'Connell is one 
of the most difficult to understand. No 
biography that has been published gives 
a fully satisfying explanation. of his 
remarkable popularity, of his in- 
consistencies, or of the strange contradic- 
tion that runs through his career, both 
in its aims and its a¢hievemente. 

It is not that O’Connell’s geniús was 
too subtle for easy comprehension. If the 
genius of a Mangan, or a Shelley, of 
a Napoleon, a Mussolini, or a Caesar, 
stands beyond our understanding, we are 
content to realise that these were minds 
too fine or too great for our appreciation. 
With O'Connell, however, we feel that 
there is nothing that ought to elude us. 
He was no exalted idealist to baffle our 
grosser nature. He was no pursuer of 
some distant historic aim that is obscure 
to an ordinary vision. His _loftiest 
utterances may have been sagacious; they 
were not inspiring. Of his political 
purposes, emancipation and repeal, one 
was but the correction of a wrong that 
in any case could not continue much 
longer, and the other he pursued with 
lukewarm zeal, and only under the con- 
straint of younger men. 


A NATIONAL PANTOMIME. 


Nevertheless, here was a man who was 
acclaimed by the multitude in Ireland 
like none before him or since. He was 
an ‘‘uncrowned king’’. in very truth. 
Millions thronged to his mass meetings, 
obeved his words and even his gestures, 
and for long years subscribed out of their 
poverty to pay him an enormous annual 
tribute. He went among them in the very 
trappings of a grotesque royalty. He rode 
in a fantastic chariot, wore a “ Milesian 
cap,” or green cloth crown, and con- 
ferred, as it were, his own orders and 
titles. as when he dubbed Tom Steele the 
“Head Pacificator of Ireland.” Steele 
was a whimsical Protestant landlord, who 
went to Spain to fight for a republic; 
his duties under O’Connell were to dis- 
courage violence in Ireland. In 
O’Connell’s mock-State appearances, the 
“Head Pacificator’’ Lire a mighty olive 
branch. 

If this national pantomime seems to 
us to-day but the tactics of a great buffoon 
to hold the allegiance of an untutored 
people, how shall we explain the world- 
wide prestige of the chief actor? Queen 
Victoria expressed concern for the 
‘“‘Liberator’’ in his sickness. In France 
he was hailed by as great a man as 
Montalembert as if he were another 
Charlemagne. There was talk of offering 
him a throne. Rome honoured him. 

Yet again, how shall we explain the 
persistence of his fame? To-day, eighty 
years after his death, he remains the 
most popular figure in Trish history, and 
Catholic Emancipation is celebrated with 
his portrait on a postage stamp. 


A NEW BIOGRAPHY. 


Mr. Denis Gwynn, the historian of the 
emancipation movement in Britain and 
Ireland, has written a life of O’Connell— 
“ Daniel O'Connell, the Irish Liberator’’ 
(Hutchinson, 18/- net.), which is 
published to-day. It is « readable 
account of O’Connell, but certainiy will 
not supplant Mr. Michael MacDonagh’s 
excellent book. Many passages follow 
that book so closely as almost to resemble 
paraphrases; but little that is new is 
added. .In the last years of O’Connell’s 
life there was talk of a federal system of 
government, and the veteran’s friendliness 
towards the idea almost cost him his 
leadership. This matter is scamped in 
Mr. Gwynn’s book. It deserves fuller 
treatment; for in it may be found the 
core of O’Connell’s political philosophy, 
and of his relations with the parties of 
his time. 

If Mr. Gwynn is unsatisfactory in the 
closing chapter of O’Connell’s career, he 
fails us, too, at the beginning. O’Connell 
at the end had realised that it did not 
lie within the power of his political 
system to compass repeal; but he lacked 
the will-power to unsay his own boasts, 
to risk his popularity, to come down from 
his chariot, and to bid the cheering hosts 
to turn towards what was feasible. The 
causes of his indécisive character may be 
sought in his origifis. 


O'CONNELL’S ORIGINS. 


Mr. Gwynn misses his opportunity. He 
gives us a picturesque account of the law- 
less law that was wielded by the strong 
families in eighteenth century Munster, 
but he does not get close enough to fact. 
He says that O’Connell’s. parents, when 
they married in a Protestant church, did 
so “since Catholic marriages were not 
recognised as legally valid.’’ ~ This is 
false. ‘‘ Catholic priests,’’ he adds, ‘‘ even 
incurred the death penalty if they could 
be convicted of performing marriages.’’ 
He is thinking of another age. Again, 
he talks of “ Maire-ni-Duiv,’’ O’Connell’s 
grandmother, as “Mary of the Dark 
Folk,” showing that he quite mis- 
understands the name of that remark- 
able woman, and, with it, the background

SNOBBERY AND REVOLUTION, 


Seventeen of O’Connell’s kinsmen were 
in the French service. The most eminent, 
Daniel’s uncle, called “the last colonel,’’ 
was typical, He wes a scholar, a wit, 
a gentleman, but also a snob. On the 
eve of thé French Revolution his great 
concern Was the honour that he had 
received Which entitled him to drive in a 
carriage after the King, and to play cards 
at the table of the Dauphin. He wished 
to shoot down the revolutionary mob. 
Wolfe Tone, in France, described him as 
a parade officer, but no soldier. The 
colonel denounced his nephew Dan’s 
interest in [Irish self-government. A 
family that hated democracy gave birth 
to the greatest of demagogues. 

Daniel O'Connell spoke of himself as 
the son of “a grasier or gentleman’ 
farmer.” He had, it would seem, an 
irksome craving for greater dignity, and 
he was pot great enough to refuse the 
easy road before him. An indignant 
people ed a leader. He had succeeded 
at the Bar; he was gifted with torrential 
powers Of invective (the one gift that he 
has left to many followers); he had great 
skill: in organisation, and so he headed 
the people. He preached democracy, and 
levied such a tribute from it as was 
enjoyed by no holder of feudal privileges.: 
Emancipation was inevitable. Be 
demandad it, shot down a man supposed 
to be opbosed to it, browbeat its ehemies, 
and was supposed to be the force that 
achieved it. After Emancipation he 


reached repeal. Like Napoleon, he had 
earned that popularity must be fed by 
triumphs. Intoxicated by popularity, he 
attempted what was beyond his scope. _ 


Mr. Gwynn says, more by a failure of the 
Lord Lieutenant’s wife to rn his 
wife's call than he the 
vicissitudes of his cause. Yet he could 
‘retreat to no mean dignity in many of 
his controversies. He was stronger than 
his own episcopal colleagues in resistance 
to the State veto on episcopal appoint- 
ments, and he even was opposed to 
accéptance of the Act of 1890, on the 
score of its disfranchisement clauses. In 
the latter instance he was overborne, 
Emancipation with disfranchisement was 
carried in his despite, and a glory was 
fixed upon him that his own judgment 
would have rejected. 

Thus rose the O'Connell legend. A 
movement threw up @ man who was of a 
type to please the mur imagination, 
and was willing to the centre of its 
myths. The movement passed; the man 
—the“myth—remained.

ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—It will, doubtless, be some relief to 
the consumers in Dublin, Rathmines and 
Pembroke to learn that the Shannon Board 
does not intend to make any alteration in the 
system of charges which obtains at present 
in these areas, but it would be a further 
relief to be informed that the reductions in 
charges, which the authorities of the districts 
mentioned were prepared to make to their 
consumers but for the intervention of the 
Shannon Board, may now be expected to 
materialise. In view of the commandeering 
of existing municipal undertakings, the fol- 
lowing extract, from page 91 of the report of 
the four eminent Continental experts ap- 
pointed by the Government in September, 
1924—in pursuance of the agreement entered 
into with Messrs. Siemens-Schuckert in 
February, 1924—may prove interesting :— 
“The larger and medium-sized towns will, 
of course, arrange for their power distribu- 
tion and will be wholesale consumers from 
the point of view of the State supply. It 
should be remarked that the State supply 
and the development of the Shannon scheme 
will by no means involve the dismantling of 
the organisations existing in these towns, 
with the exception, perhaps, of a small 
portion of the operating staff. - On the con- 


trary, the increasing consumption will 
accelerate the growth of these municipal 
organisations.” 


The original intention was clearly to 
supply Shannon current in bulk to Dublin 
and certain towns at a price which would 
obviate the necessity for increasing their 
capital charges in the laying down of addi- 
tional generating plant. What, may I ask, 
has happened to alter the original intention ? 
Has the Board begun to fear that the neces- 
sary output from the Shannon can only be 
achieved by absorbing the existing, and 
growing, output of the Dublin and other 
municipal undertakings? In this connection, 
I would refer your readers to an interesting 
and informative brochure on the Dublin 
undertaking issued recently by the City Com- 
missioners, from which it will be seen that 
this undertaking showed a _ surplus of 
£600,000 over the past ten years. The sur- 
plus at present, I understand, amounts to 
nearly £100,000 per annum—a nice nest egg 
for the Shannon scheme. Meanwhile impor- 
tant extensions of BEAN plant are in 
progress at the Pigeonhouse Fort, at a cost 
of £80,000 to £100,000, to supply “ Shannon ”’ 
electricity from seaborne comings etc.,

DUBLIN STREET TRAFFIC.

Sin,—Mr. Healy’s solution of the ever- 
rowing traffic problem in Dublin is helpful, 
but, in my opinion; reguires amplification.

Stephen’s Green for all long-distance ‘buses 
coming from the South and South-West of 
ireland, and, in addition, reserve the north 
and west sides of Parnell square for all ’buses 
coming from the North and West of Ireland.

Virtually all 
passenger steamers are now fitted with 
direction-finding gear, which is in con- 
stant use as a trustworthy and accurate 
aid to navigation, and carry small lifeboat 
installations. A student, having com- 
pleted the training, is examined by an 
officer of the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs, and, if successful, obtains a 
Government certificate, armed with which 
he may operate a wireless telegraph in- 
stallation on a British or Dominion 
registered ship. 


“Che Daily Herald.” 


Almost the only member of the original 
staff now working on tue Daily Herald is 
an Irishman, Mr. W. P. Ryan. Mr. 
Ryan is a Tipperary man who has 
written poems, plays and novels in both 
English and Irish, and has long been 
identified with forward movements in 
literature, politics and religion. For some 
time he was one of the bright young men 
whom Mr. T. P. O'Connor gathered round 
him in one of his adventures in daily 
journalism, and he gave up a comfortable 
post as literary editor of a London 
morning paper to take over a weekly 
propagandist organ in Ireland. This was 
the Peasant, which made a big stir in the 
Boyne Valley and in Dublin some twenty 
years “ago. Mr. Ryan was ever an 
adventuring soul, and he _ searcely 
surprised his friends when he threw in 
his lot with the original Daily Herald, 
when it was started as a daily paper on 
a capital of only £300. His book, ‘‘ The 
Pope’s Green - Island,” is «a very 
interesting record of people and move- 
ments in Dublin and Ireland a score of 
years ago, and a later book, “ The Irish 
Labour Movement,” is a work of 
historical value. His son, Mr. Desmond 
Ryan, the biographer of P. H. Pearse 
and James Connolly, inherits much of his 
father’s literary ability.

“She possesses, in a 
very high degree, the type of imagina- 
tion necessary for a stained-glass artist. 
One finds it in the work of the Italian 
primitives, and it is generally combined 
with a certain delicacy and precisenegs of 
drawing. 

Alone of all the arts handed down to 
us from the Middle Ages, stained-glass 
remains untainted by mass produétion 
and untouched by commercialisation.

| Ghe Potent Moon. 


A friend of mine, returned from the 
West Indies, informs me that the quality 
and aroma of tobacco leaves are inaterially 
affected by the phase of the moon at the 
time of plucking. I recollect that in the 
directions for picking the leaves of herbs 
for nostrums, such as are still used in 
country districts of Ireland, 
continually laid upon the state of the 
moon. The virtue of the herbs depends 
mostly upon the moon being in the full. 
This has generally been attributed to 
magical power in the moon goddess; but 
my friend’s statement suggests that an 
actual natural phenomenon has been the 
base of what were else mere superstition. 
In the North of Ireland potatoes and 
Other vegetables are regularly set 
“between the moons,” the light of the 
moon being held prejudical to growth i 
the seed. To obey these rules is, á 
suppose, simple enough on small holdings; 
large scale production makes it practically 
impossible to do so.

AA Curious Epitaph. 


One of my Northern ‘éorrespondents 
sends me a copy of a curious epitaph 
recently discovered at the Diamond in 
Coleraine. The original was written with 
a black lead pencil on a wall which has 
now been laid bare by building operations 
at the back of the premises occupied by 
the Northern Banking Company. The 
epitaph was written to commemorate the 
loss by fire in 1863 of the pair-oared 
racing boat, “ The Gazelle,’’ belonging to 
the famous Bann Rowing Club. In 
scroll form, surmounted by cup and cross 
and a Latin inscription, it is in good 
preservation, although written sixty-six 
years ago in ordinary black lead. 

The epitaph reads: ‘‘ Requiescat in 
pace : daceal to the memory of ‘The 
Gazelle.’ This monument is erected by 
its surviving friends as a memento of that 
beautiful and fast racing gig, which was 
burned on the date below, at two o’clock 
a.m. It carried many a fair and noble 
crew, amongst whom we may mention our 
beautiful coxswain, whose presence often 
graced the departed boat, and whose smiles 
beguiled many a long and weary row, and 
to whom stroke and bow take this 
opportunity of returning their heartfelt 
thanks for the gallant and unsurpassable 
manner in which he steered that noble 
boat (Memento mori). We sorrowing, 
but not without hope that the Road 
Sessions will give us compensation and 
wipe away our tears with heavy damages, 
and that again a boat will be wafted 
along, steered by that fair and adorable 
coxswain and rowed by teat manly crew 
subscribe our names this 7th day of July, 
in the year of Our Lord 1863—H. A.

HE Trades Union Congress in Belfast i 


has not made much history, nor have 
its proceedings been coloured with the 
hectic atmosphere of some former confer- 
ences ; but, nevertheless, it has done good 
work, and the orderly nature of its de- 
liberations has created a most favourable 
impression. There is a feeling of re- 
straint in the debates, no doubt due to 
the fact that a Socialist Government is In 
office, even if not in power, and Mr. 
Snowden’s telegram of congratulation to 
Mr. Ben Tillett, M.P., the veteran Presi- 


dent of the Congress, on his ' great 
address '’ was, while quite sincere, a 
clever piece of diplomacy. It gave the 


official blessing to the Congress and all 
its works, and only a solitary Communist 
delegate, so far, has dared to attack the 
Government. 

Mr. Lemaire, who said he was proud to 
be a Communist, declared that the Labour 
Government was preparing for war; but 
he got no encouragement, and leit the 
rostrum amid a storm of protest, 


ALIEN MUSICIANS. 


The Congress took a sympathetic view 
of the position of British musicians, many 
of whom have been displaced by an in- 
vasion of foreigners, and representations 
will be made to the Imperial Ministry of 
Labour in this connection in due course, 
as it is stated that the administration ‘of 
the Aliens Acts has been somewhat lax 
in recent years. It does seem unreason- 
able that, while British musicians are 
prohibited from performing in America 
and other countries, the Yankees and other 
nationalities are freely permitted to come 
and take jobs in these countries, more 
especially when so many cinemas have 
dispensed with their orchestras owing to 
the introduction of “ talkies.’’ 

Mr: Tillett makes an ideal chairman, 
and he causes much merriment now and 
then when he brandishes an enormous 
shillelagh, with which he was presented 
by a number of his admirers. It never 
fails to put the delegates in the happiest 
of humour. On the social side the visitors 
have been most hospitably entertained, 
being the guests of various organisations 
at teas, dinners and receptions, while yes- 
terday afternoon they made a 100-mile 
tour, visiting the famous Glens of 
Antrim and other beauty spots in the 
countryside. They were delighted with 
the scenic charms of the district, embrac- 
ing distinctive views of mountains, lough 
and rivers, and returned well pleased with 
their outing. The delegates and their 
friends were the guests this evening 
of the Lord Mayor at a civic reception in 
the City Hall, at which there were music 
and dancing. 


BELFAST AS AIR PORT. 


The scheme to establish an air service 
between Belfast and Great Britain does 
not appear to be making much progress. 
Financial considerations constitute the 
chief difficulty. A local flying club has 
been formed, and the National Flying 
Services, Ltd., has offered to erect an 
aerodrome on a site at the harbour, but 
is only prepared to pay a rent of £250 
per year, whereas the Harbour Commis- 
sioners require the sum of £500. The 
problem is to raise the difference between 
these two amounts, and one would 
imagine that in a wealthy city like Belfast 
there should not be much trouble about 
it. Various meetings have been held, in 
which the Corporation, Chamber of Com- 
merce, Chamber of Trade, the Wholesale 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, the Ulster Tourist Development 
Association and other public bodies have 
taken part, but the only result so far has 
been the passing of resolutions expressing 
the hope that ways and means would be 
found to facilitate the development of the 
project. 

At a meeting of the Chamber of Trade 
this week, Major Duffin drew attention to 
the subject and said that the position was 
rather peculiar in that the National 
Flying Services, Ltd., was a public com- 
pany formed to make a FE already 
subsidised by the Imperial Government, 
and it was now looking for a second sub- 
sidy from some quarter for the Belfast 


scheme. 
THE BURDEN OF. COST: 


He said that air services were going to 
be one of the means of transport in the 
future and thought it would be a pity if 
they were to lose the present opportunity 
of establishing an air port in Belfast, as 
it would benefit the whole province. 
Mention was made that several English 
cities had spent large sums on flying 
services, and it has been su gsm that 
the Belfast Corporation should bear the 
burden, but it should not be, forgotten 
that the City Council has already experi- 
mented in that direction, with unhappy 
results. The Malone aerodrome proved a 
complete fiasco. Moreover, the Corpora- 
tion has no power to subsidise a scheme 
outside its own jurisdiction and control. 

If it is to be of national service and 
useful to the province generally, then the 
charge should be undertaken by the 
Government instead of being placed on 
the ratepayers, most of whom have 
already enough to do to meet their 
responsibilities. It is stated that the 
object of the scheme is twofold—first, to 
form a flying club, and, secondly, to 
provide a commercial service of what is 
termed aerial taxis, No doubt, the Govern- 


ment would be interested in the former, 
and business men in the latter. pus 
neither the one nor the other would 
greatly concern the large majority of tis 
community who, it is suggested, shoud 
“pay the piper.” The scheme is n- 
mendable, but the expense should fai on 
the right shoulders. 


SUGGESTED ALL-IRELAND “ PUSH.” 


The campaign to “ Push Ulster Gouds’ 
is spreading throughout the Six County 
area, and reports show that the movement 
is having excellent results.

Corporation tramways were being worked 
at a loss of £2,000 per week—not mere): 
a drop in revenue but an actual trading 
deficit—yet no one thought of recovering 
the loss by a cut in the workmen's wages 
Such a method would have been futile 
and would simply have led to industria’ 
chaos. The better idea was the reorgan- 
isation of the tram services, and the 
securing of regulations for traffic control 
the cheapening of long-distance fares— 
the maximum being twopence—and an 
arrangement sanctioned by the Ministry of 
Home Affairs, whereby the "buses were re- 
stricted to routes outside the ity 
boundaries, although, of course, they were

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DEATH OF CAPTAIN 
VICTOR AGNEW.

A LEADING FIGURE IN THE 


ART WORLD. 


Captain Victor Charles Walter Agnew, a 
partner in the firm of Christie's, the art 
auctioneers, died on Wednesday night at his 
home, Hengrove, Tring, Hertfordshire. 

Captain Agnew was the son of Mr, Walter 
Agnew, f.r many years a member of 
Christie's, and a grandson of Sir William 
Agnew, also a leading figure in the art 
world for many years. Captain Victor 
Agnew, who was forty-two years of age, was 
educated at Rugby and Trinity College, Cam. 
hridge, and became a partner with his father in 
Christie's in 1914 within a few weeks of the 
beginning of the war. He served throughout 
the war in the Suffolk Yeomanry in France, 
Mesopotamia and Palestine. His constitution 
was greatly undermined, and for several 
months past he was in indifferent health. 

During the ten years that he ocoupied the 
famous art rostrum, Captain Agnew figured 
in several notable art sales. Only last year 
Christie's had a “record” jewel sale of 
£180,000. Like his father, the late Mr. 
Walter Agnew, Captain Agnew was an 
authority on engravings. He was married to 
Phyllis May Claude, daughter of the late 
Mr. Claude Baggallay, K.C., and leaves a 
son and a daughter. The funeral will take 
place at Wendover, Bucks, to-1.. ‘row.

ing him unconscious, and necessitating his 
removal to hospital, where his life had been 
in danger for some days.

The Justice said that the character given the 
defendant by Sergeant O'Connor prompted 
him to take the lenient view he did. Other- 
wise he would have sent the accused man to 
the Circuit Court, where, perhaps, he would 
not escape with a lesser punishment than four 
or five months’ imprisonment. 


THE TRAFFIC PROBLEM IN NENAGH. 
At the monthly meeting of the Nenagh 
Urban Council last Wednesday night, Mr. 
Frank Flannery (Chairman) referred to the 
need of fixing á speed limit for motors and 


‘buses driving through the town. He was 
not quite sure whether it was the Urban 
Council or the County Council should fix 


the speed limit. Both the Urban and the 
County Council should use the powers vested 
in them and co-operate with each other in 
doing all that was possible to lessen and 
min.mise the danger that existed owing to 
excessive speeding. He proposed that the 
speed limit for moters and ‘buses be fixed 
at fifteen miles per hour while passing 
through the town.

HIDING IN CHIMNEY,

charge cf having deserted from the Ist 
Batialion, Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, 
stationed at Belfast. Information had been 
given to the police that the defendant was in 
hiding in the neighbourhood. On entering 
his home with a search warrant the 
constables found him concealed in the 
chimney, almost suffocated by the smeke, and 
his face blackened with soot. He was brought 
before Mr. James Belford, J.P., and re- 
manded, pending the arrival of a military 
escort, and subsequently handed over to the 
military authorities to be dealt with. 


ALLEGED ATTEMPTED SUICIDE, 

In the Longford District Court, before 
Justice Kenny, a young man, James Eivers, 
was returned for trial to the next Circuit 
Court in Longford on a charge of having 
attempted to commit suicide at Ballymahon 
on September 2. Guard MacMahon, Bally- 
mahon, exhibited a glass about half-filled 
with inky-black liquid. He said that Eivers 
admitted this was the glass he had in Mrs. 
Regan’s licensed premises. Eivers was fifty 
yards away from Regan’s shop when witness 
arrested him, and he had traces of black 
liquid on the right side of his mouth; his 
hands were stained black, and there was 
black liquid on his boots and trousers ends. 
In his possession in an inide pocket witness 
found two packets (produced), one labelled 
“poison ” and the other labelled ‘‘ perman- 
ganate of potash.’’ One of the packets was 
upopened. Accused man said that he had 
not drunk any of the liquid in the glass. 
Witness added that he found a number of 
paners on the accused man, among them 
being a document in writing purporting to be 
‘a will. The accused nean was returned for 
trial, as stated, the bail of his brother being 
accepted for his appearance and on his giving 
an undertaking that he would look after the 
accused man.

BILL. 


DALKEY CPSrlIRMAN’S 
OPINION. 
——— 


Mr. John Maguire, Barrister-at-Law, Chair- 
mav ol Vaikey Urban District CouncH, in an 
interview on the Greater Dublin proposals, 
said that he favoured the formation of a 
coastal borough, as it would mean more 
efficient and economical administration, but 
he entirely disagreed with the proposals out- 
lived for the borough’s control. 

Mr. Maguire said: “It is proposed to 
govern the new coastal borough of Dalkey, 
Dun Laoghaire, Blackrock and Killiney by a 
manager, an elected Council, and a Mayor. 
Practically all power is to be vested in the 
manager, who is to be independent of the 
Council and the Mayor. The proposed 
manager is to be the head, the braiis and 
the hands of the borough. The Council will 
will have practically no powers, and will be 
simply set up as a smoke screen. ‘The Mayor 
will be a mere figurehead, who is to be paid 
a salary, fixed by his fellow-members of the 
smoke screen. The joint system, as outlined, 
is only to be found jn the City of Cork, and 
came into operation there only a few months 
ago. Nowhere in Great Britain, Con- 
tinent, or in America has it yet been tried. 
The systems elsewhere are radically different. 

Continuing, he seid that the iency of 
managers and councils changes from time to 
time, and so should their powers. Jn general, 
the Coastal Borough Council should be able tc 
control its manager, but, under the proposed 
bill, the manager can do everything except 
six matters, four of which are of practical á 
no importance. Under the proposed bill, 
unless the Council's powers are increased, it 
will be both a waste of time and money 
ing a Council and paying a Mayor. . 

Lhe proposed bill sets up a rigid, instead 
of an elastic, constitution.

FREE STATE POLICY. 


Mr. Maguire went on:—The central 
authority, by bringing in the proposed bill, 
are doing away with local democratic govern- 
ment. In Germany, Switzerland, France, 
America and England, the tendency is to in- 
grease municipal freedom. The policy in the 
Free State should be to increase the legis- 
lative and financial powers of local bodies, 
and to leave the filling of important appoint- 
ments in the hands of the Appointments Com- 
mission, acting in co-operation with the Chair- 
man or other nominee of the body concerned. 

The Coastal Borough Bill should be entirely 
re-cast. It is too radical, too drastic and tov 
revolutionary. It is setting up an untried 
system and doing away with democratic 
cantrol. 

Concluding, Mr. Maguire said Why not et 
the new Coastal Borough Council, in consul- 
tation with experts, devise the best scheme 
for the governing of the entire area, and 
submit it to the Government for approval? 
It is quite possible that by taking what is 
best and most suitable from the Germar 
executive system, the American managerial 
plan and the Trish Local (Government 
system they may devise an ideally progres- 
sive, economic and safe plan for the coastal 
borough.

ACCUSEn MAN REMANDED IN 
CUSTODY. 


James a ye Pe ng WieDoanell, who 


had been living in the Iveagh Buildings, 
Bride street, was charged with uttering a 
number of worthless cheques in Dublin, Dun- 
dalk, Kilkenny, Greystones, Bray and Naas 
in recent months and obtaining sums of 
money thereon. When the cas® was called 
the accused man said that his name was John 
McDonnell; there was no alias about it. 

Detective Officer Leonard gave evidence of 
having visited the Iveagh Buildings that 
morning and meeting the defendant, to whom 
he stated he said, “ Good morning, captain.”

At Kevin street police station the aceused 
man made a statement, in the course of which 
he blamed a certain person in the city for his 
downfall; declared that he was the greatest 
of international bank forgers; praised the 
officer for his capture; suggested that the 
Free State Government shoul look after him 
well in Mountjoy, and announced that one of 
the biggest newspapers in England was watch- 
ing him.

the detective a list of the place where, it was 
alleged, he had issued the worthless cheques. 

The Accused Man—Will you give me the 
name of the ex-convict who went round to the 
police station and told you where I was? 

Detective Officer Leonard—No one told me 
where you were. 

TWO CHEQUES. 

Detective Officer Wyer gave formal evidence 
about two cheques which the accused man 
was alleged to have issued for £4 10s. each. 

Mr. John Murphy, licensed vintner, Emmet 
road, Inchicare, stated that he cashed a 
cheque for £4 10s. for the accused man Jast 
month, and got it back from the Royal Bank 
marked “ No account.” The defendant told 
him that he was chauffeur to Mr. Moynihan, 
Borough Surveyor, and was about to go on 
his holidays. Witness believed at the time 
that the ch ue was genuine.

She told him in Kevin street that 
she was a woman of means, and that she 
had no occasion to rob. He went to her 
house and found not a copper. He asked 
her where her money was, but got no reply. 

Mr. Burne--Would you put her down as a 
poor woman’—I would; I would put her 
down as a Very poor woman. 

MISSING BAGS, 

Five other women gave evidence of having 
missed their handbags while in Clarendon 
street and Westland row Chapels on various 
dates last month, but none identified the 
accused woman. One of the witnesses, Mrs. 
Edith Ryder, of Sandymount, said that she 
left her bag containing close on £11 on the 
seat at Clarendon street Church while she 
went to the altar, and that when she came 
back the bag was gone. She had not seen 
it since, 

Inspector O'Callaghan stated that in the 
Bridewel]l that morning he told the accused 
woman that she was about to be charged 
with stealing a number of handbags and 
their contents from various churches in the 
city. At an identification parade, Miss 
Kearns was the only person who identified 
her. Having been cautioned the accused 
woman said :—‘‘If I admit one you will 
charge me with the Jot.’’

Carausius. 


Between the years A.D. 286 and 293 
Britain was ruled by a remarkable man. 
the Emperor Carausius. Every reader of 
Gibbon remembers the historian’s account 
of this “ Menapian of the meanest origin.” 
Carausius was a pilot. In the service of 
Maximian) he rose to be admiral of the 
imperial fleet at what now is Boulogne, 
and was entrusted with the protection of 
the shores of Gaul and Britain from 
marauding Germans, The troubles of the 
empire emboldened him; he sailed to 
Britain, and there assumed th: purple. 
Still holding Boulogne and sweeping the 
seas as jar as the Mediterranean, he 
secured the recognition of Diocletian and 
Maximian as a colleague. He ruled skil- 
fully, and bound to himself Picts and 
Scots as well as Britons. In London he 
honoured Mithras with horse-races. Coins 
bearing his inscriptions have been found 
in great numbers, and some of these are 
remarkable for an effigy of Britannia, 
seated, with shield and tridc.t, almost 
previsely as on the reverse of modern 
pennies. When the Roman might had 
recovered, Constantius was despatched to 
reduce Carausius; but he was forestalled 
by Allectus, lieutenant to the usurper, 
who murdered his ma::-r and seized the 
Eritish sovereignty. In turn, Allectus 
was slain by Constantius, and there is a 
medisval tradition which tells how hosts 
of the rebel emperor’s mercenaries were 
beheaded at Walbrook. A paper. read 
before the British Archeological Associa- 
tion by the Reverend .. W. Hayes, and 
now reprinted, recounts these facts con- 
cerning Britain’s “ first sailor king,” and 
brings recent archsological discoveries to 
the confirmation of antique record. Skulls 
recovered from the Walbrook and an 
ancient wreck unearthed near Westminster 
Bridge are tangible remains of Carausius’s 
soldiers and of his fleet. Mr. Hayes 
makes a bold attempt to solve the age- 
long problem of the imperial adventurer’s 
origin, and, not without plausibility, 
identifies him with an exiled prince of 
the Highland Scots.

British Rainfall. 


Last year—as we learn from ' British 
Rainfall, 1928,”’ the sixty-eighth annual 
report of the British Rainfall Organisa- 


tion—was the sixth successive year 
which was wetter t'an the average 
over the British Isles as a whole. Only 


fo-- wetter years are recorded during 
more than half a century. In Ireland 
1928 was wetter than any former year on 
record, save 1872, It is remarkable, how- 
ever, that, despite its humidity, last year 
is remembered chiedy for its sunshine. 
Except for the month of June, the year 
was favourable to holiday-makers, and 
the heavy rains kindly came at a season 
when they cavcod the least general 
affliction. London suffered in <n almost 
unprecedented manner by the floods ol 
January, when the Thames overflowed its 
banks ; but the cause of the calamity was 
an unusual combination of tide and wind, 
not heavy rain. The most remarkable 
prodigy of the years weather was a 
violent thunderstorm at Armagh on 
August 29th. The locality is noted for 
its customary freedom from heavy rains ; 
b.; on that strange day the skies opened 
over the primatial city, and rain and hail 
fell in such torrent. as no living memory 
could recall. Within as brief a spell as 
twenty minutes a full inch of rainfall was 
recorded, and in fiity minutes the fall 
amounted to 1.69 inches. The report 
reproduces photographs which depict hail 
a foot deep covering The Mall on that 
August day, and a cricket field covered 
by water and floating masses that 
resemble ice-drift. In England and Wales 


the colder seasons, and the! summer saw 
only 90 per cent. of the average rainfall. 
While, thus, England and Wales as a 
whole enjoyed the driest summer since 
1921. the summer throughout Ireland and 
Scotland was wetter than the average.

OBITUARY, 


DEATH OF LORD -NEWLANDS. 

_ Lord Newlands died early yesterday morn- 
ing at his Brighton residence, Barrowfield 
Lodge. He had been ill for some time, but 
became worse on Monday, and sank rapidly. 
He was in his seyenty-ninth vear. 

_As Mr. James Henry Cecil Hozier, Lord 
Newlands represented South Lanarkshire in 
the House of Commons for twenty years. 
Previously he was in the Diplomatic Service, 
and was one of the Secretaries at the famous 
Constantinople Conference of. 1876-7. Before | 
entering Parliament he was Private Secretary 
to the third Marquis of Salisbury, both at the 
Foreign Office and in the Treasury. Lord. 
Newlands was, from 1899 to 1903, Grand 
Master Mason of Scotland. He was the first 
President of the Lanarkshire Territorial Armv 
Association, and had been Lord Lieutenant 
of Lanarkshire. . 

He was the onlv son oí William Wallace. 
first, Baron, whom he succeeded in 1906, and 
Frances, daughter of the late Mr. J. O'Hara, 
Raheen, County Galway. He married, in 
1880, Lady Mary Cecil, daughter of the third 
Marquis of Exeter. There is no heir, and the 
title now becomes extinct. 
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THE VERY REV. E. BRENNAN. 

The Very Rev. E. Brennan. P.P., V.F., 
Mountrath, died yesterday morning. Father 
Brennan had just entered on the sixty-third 
year of his priesthood, having been ordained 
at the early age of twenty-three years in 
1867.

The Heat Wave. 


It appeared to be warmer than ever in 
London to-day, although it was not so. 
At nine o'clock this morning the shade 
temperature was 70 degrees, compared 
with 63 at the corresponding hour yester- 
day. It is said by the experts that the 
heat wave may continue for several days, 
but that local thunderstorms are possible. 
The effects of this September heat wave 
are considerably accentuated by the 
absence of wind, the country being richt 
in the middle of a region of calm between 
a shallow depression. There is not a 
breath of moving air within many miles. 
A deep depression out on the Atlantic is 
drifting slowly this way, but, if it reaches 
Europe, it probably will pass further 
north than England. Reports are coming 
to London to-day of people at the seaside 
resorts spending all night by the water, 
being wnable to sleep in their homes, 
England is not the only country suffering 


from the heat wave at the present 
moment: for it rules from London to 
Peking, while Central Europe has had 
heat surpassing nearly all previous 
records. 


The Bank Rate. 


A great number of members of the

The terms of 
reference have not yet been prepared, but 
it is understood that they will be fairly 
wide.

tor we were sustained by the ideal of 
peace, and any sct-back would have been 
a terrible blow to the cause of peace. We 
kept on, animated by hope, and in the 
desire of peace, though filled with fear 
of the terrible situation in which the 
League of Nations would be placed in 
the event of any set-back at The Hague. 
We consider that the great ideals of peace 
and reconciliation are far more important 
than mere questions of money, and person- 
ally I know that I should have got a very 
bad reception in France, which 
peace, if I had not made some sacrifices 
for the sake of peace. Thanks, however. 
to the agreements arrived at, we shall 
soon remove the last traces of the diffi- 
culties which have existed between France 
and Germany. 


DISARMAMENT. 

There are still other problems to be 
solved, especially those concerning Article 
8 of the Covenant, which deals with the 
reduction of armaments, which is a sacred 
obligation on the signatories of the 
Covenant. It will be only by cur united 
efiorts that we can solve that problem, but 
we shall solve it before many years are 
past. As soon as the Anglo-American 
conversations, to which Mr. Macdonald 
has referred, have come to a successful 
conclusion, a disarmament conference can 
be convetied’ to carry out the terms of 
Article 8. I wish to tell the members of 
the English delegation that we have 
followed their negotiations with great 
interest. 


ECONOMIC CO-OPERATION. 

M. Briand next spoke with approval of 
efforts to encourage economic co-opera- 
tion. The suggestion of an economic 
United States of Europe must forfm a 
political problem under the mgis of the 
League. There should be among all the 
nations of Europe agreements and means 
by which they would be able to take 
common action in face of grave crises. 
Such a federal scheme would :.ot affect 
the sovereignty of each individual nation. 
He invited the delegates to examine that 
suggestion, and to put it before their 
Governments, with the object of obtain- 
ing some solution when the Assembly met 
again next year. ; 


FRANCE AND ARBITRATION. 


Turning to the optional clause, M. 
Briand said that it was not enough, and 
the, must come eventually to the general 
arbitration treaty. The French Govern- 
ment would sign such a treaty, and he 
plecged himself to use every effort to 
secure its ratification by Parliament. He 
had himself signed twelve arbitration 
agreements, and he declaved that France 
would pursue steadily the policy of arbi- 
tration. France had accepted, without 
feeling humiliated, the adverse judgment 
of the Arbitration Court at The Hague in 
the case of the French steamer Lotus.

If they were to avoid the 
battlefields, they must turn to peaceful 
set.lements of their disputes. Formerly 
pride demanded that disputes should be 
sc'ed by war, but now the disputants 
went l2-ally to submit their quarrels to 
t..c League. 

Relerring to the Sino-Russian dispute, 
he said that when one saw armies 
advancing so slowly one realised that they 
were restrained by a mysterious force, 
while the Governments behind t' 1 were 
seeking for a settlement. That was the 
work of the League, and it ought to en- 
courage the members of the League to 
redouble their efforts. . | 
If the idea of peace is to reign among 
the peoples, he concluded, then we must 
consider as the most detestable criminals 
those who instil into the minds of children 
the germs of hatred, and thus raise up 
future generations of bloodshed and hatred. 
I appeal to women, above all, to defend 
their homes from such poisonous doctrines, 
of whose consequences they would be the 
first victims.

SUCCESSFUL TATTOO 
AND PAGEANT. 
| ATTENDANCE MARRE 
BY INSUFFICIENT 
TRANSPORT. 


With great spectacular effect the first 
performance of the military tattoo and 
pageant was given at Lansdowne road last 
night, It was here the real effect of the 
tramway stoppage was evident ; for, while 
the cheaper places of admission were well 
filled, the attendance on the two main 
stands was nothing compared with the 
extent of their capacity. Of the two 
stands, the smaller one was the better 
filled. The entire performance, bringing 
in every feature, was thoroughly enjoyed, 
and the audience had no hesitation in 
showing their appreciation of this display, 
which is now an accepted feature of Civic 
Week. | 

From beginning to end the display 
went without a hitch, due, of course, to 
the long course of training undergone ‘by 
the troops to bring the function to the 
final stage of perfection. Every feature 
had a special appeal of its own to indivi- 
dual spectators, and, therefore, compari- 
sons would be invidious. Suffice to say 
that the items vied with one another for 
brilliance and skill in performance, and 
all were received with distinct approval. 
Variety was the plank on which the 
success of the tattoo. depended, and on 
that it succeeded. 


A SOLDIER’S LIFE. 


In the lengthy programme, covering all 
the activities that make a soldier’s life a 
healthy and attractive one, there was no 
faltering of interest. The ceremonious 
lowering or “breaking” of the flag, 
which is marked by a full parade on the 
ground, was followed by music supplied 
by massed bands. In the selection of the 
airs there was shown a discretion suitable 
to the occasion; for the Irish selections 
played enjoy a place close to the hearts 
of Irish people. The display of battalion 
and arms drill given by the 7th Infantry 
Battalion, under Commandant J. Han- 
rahan, was remarkable for precision of 
movement. 

The exhibition of massed physical train- 
ing, and musical double by troops drawn 
from the órd and 8th Infantry Battalions 
and the Army Signal School, dressed in 
flashing white gymnasium dress, was a per- 
formance which bore the impress of the 
most strenuous practice. In this con- 
nection a gymnastic display by tricked 
athletes was an enjoyable feature, reflect- 
ing the greatest credit on Captain M. 
Stacey and Sergeant-Major Doogan. 


TORCHLIGHT FIGURE-MARCHING. 


The huge arena, which was bathed in 
brilliant light, was later plunged into 
murky darkness, except for an occasional 
flicker of matches here and there, and then 
were given exhibitions of figure-marching 
with torchlights. The weird outlines 
traced by the snake-like lines of soidiers 
were extremely attractive in their beauti- 
ful effect. From blooming roses the fcrms 
merged into moving cartwheels, then into 
several crests particular to the Army, and 
finally into a shape expressing the for- 
mation and colours of the tricolour. The 
definition of colours was very clear, and 
not a few wondered at the methods em- 
ployed to bring the illustration into such 
clever effect. 

The staging of the incident from the 
Cromwellian wars in Ireland, entitled 
“The Siege of Clonmel,’’ was carried off 
with splendid success... The three scenes 
were. staged effectively, accompanied by 
the necessary complement of gun fire, and 
as the story unfolded itself one admired 
the strategy of the ancient Irish soldiers, 
who, by a clever trick, overwhelmed some 
two thousand Cromwellian soldiers. Both 
Mr. Seamus MacCall, who assisted greatly 
by historical advice, and Mr. Herbert 
Bailey, who managed the staging, are de- 
serving of congratulation.

The military pageant showing the 
various types of soldiers in Ireland: from 
the fourth century B.C. to the present 
day Army was thoroughly spectacular, 
and.opne was interested in the evolutions 
of soldiery as presented.

The fireworks display was effective in 
its extraordinary brilliance, and there 
were many laughs at the fantastic figures 
shown in beautiful colours on suspended 
screens of light.

The machine may not now 
participate in the Schneider Trophy Race 
to-morrow.

The machine landed perfectly, but s9on 
a list to starboard was observed, and -notor 
boats hastened to Molin’s assistance, he 
having climbed from the cockpit to the 
port side in an attempt to maintain the 
machine’s balance. 

To avoid the machine’s sinking a pon- 
toon was hurried from the station. It is 
believed the necessary repairs to tire star- 
board float, which was damaged, can te 
completed in time for the race. 

The experimental ‘“‘blisters’’ fitted to 
the British Rolls Royce have been re- 
moved, and the machine was flown ty 
Fiving-Officer Atcherley. 

Though practically all hope that the 
Gloster Napier 6 would appear in the 
race had been abandoned, there was a Jast- 
minute surprise last evening when the 
machine was brought out, and the ’piane 
was taken up by Flight-Lieutenant Stain- 
forth for twenty minutes. He amazed the 
onlookers. :

BRITISH SOLDIERS 
LEAVE COBLENZ. 


GERMAN SONGS SUNG.

COLOGNE, Thursday. 

The British units of the Inter-Allied 
Rhineland High Commission guard and 
the guard of the British High Commis- 
sioner were withdrawn from Coblenz yes- 
terday. Before their departure for 
Wiesbaden the British soldiers visited 
their favourite hostels on the Rhine, 
much to the delight of the German 
civilians, and sang numerous German 
songs. 

It is- reported here that the I15lst 
French Infantry Regiment will evacuate 
Coblenz on September 18 and will pro- 
ceed to Metz. Some 700 French soldiers 
due for discharge will leave the Dueren 
area by the middle of the month, and it 
is understood that they will not be 
replaced, 

AT HOME ON THE RHINE. 
Commenting on the early departure of 
the British guards from Coblenz, which 
has given great satisfaction here, the 
Koelnische Volkszeitung, the leading 
West German Catholic Centre Party daily 
journal, to-day says:—‘‘Thus have the. 
British soldiers given a proof that they 
are determined to put The Hague decisions 
into effect as soon as possible. This 
gesture is typical of Englishmen: for once 
they saw the inevitable change they were 
quick to react to the conclusions. As un- 
mistakable evidence demonstrates they 
(the British soldiers) have made them- 
selves quite at home on the Rhine, and 
they have; without doubt; found “more 
quickly than their - Allies the modus 
vivendi of the peoples.”’

TAKING IN PETROL. 

The van, stated to be owned by a 
general dealer, was proceeding from the 
direction of Lucan to Dublin.

A 
considerable quantity of rags was in the 
van. 

For. some reason, at present. unex- 
plained, the petrol burst into flame, and 
the van was rapidly involved.

The child, who was asleep in the back 
of the van, could not be rescued, as the 
back door, which was fastened from the 
inside, could not be opened. 

Members of the Civic Guard from the 
local station and a number of residents 
of Chapelizod endeavoured to quell the 
outbreak, but without effect. The flames 
spread rapidly and in a short time all the 
contents and the woodwork of the van 
were burned. 


FIRE BRIGADE CALLED.

Members of the fire brigade smashed 
open the back door of the van with 
hatchets and took out the child, which 
lay between two bales of rags, but it had 
been .suffocated.

THE SPEED LIMIT.

The Times of ‘to-day remarks in a 
leading article:—In a letter published 
to-day Mr. Rollo Appleyard questions the 
accuracy of the statement recently made in 
these columns by Mr. Mervyn O'Gorman, 
that congestion of road traffic is a more 
prolific cause of fatal motor accidents than 
speed. He also draws attention to the 
lact that the man on foot is far more often 
the victim of these fatal accidents than 
the man at the wheel and his passengers. 
From the two points of view of:cause and 
effect both questions are of vita) interest 
to pedestrians. 

Mr. O’Gorman’s object was to support 
the proposal of the Royal Commission | to 
abolish the legal speed limit by arguing 
that its existence tends to increase rather 
than to diminish the dangers of the roads. 
The endeavour to enforce it, as he says, 
undoubtedly leads to the setting of 
tvaps on straight - and,’ therefore, 
safe stretches of road, and so to the with- 
drawal of the police from more important 
posts at cross-roads and other points of 
danger. It encourages’ all manner of 
drivers, careful as well as reckless, to 
unite in defying the law by giving each 
other timely warning when traps are 
awaiting them ; and it gives the unthink- 
ing the erroneous impression that any 
speed below the limit is necessarily safe 
and legitimate. 

So far Mr. O’Gorman’s line of argu- 
ment is entirely in keeping with the chief 
reason for abolishing the speed limit for 
motor cars and motor cycles, which is 
that no satisfactory means of ensuring 
its observance can be devised, whereas, it 
is possible for the police to detect the 
crime of driving “fo the common 
danger,’’ and to take proceedings against 
‘the offender. When, however, he goes on 
to defend the abolition of the limit, by 
asserting that it is not speed, but con- 
gestion, which is responsible for most 
fatalities, he is less conyincing. Mr. 
Appleyard is able to show, by reference 


to. the Metropolitan Police returns 
of fatal motor accidents for the 
three years 1910-12, that in each of 


these, years most fatal accidents occurred 
where the _ traffic was classified as 
** considerable, but not  congested.’’ 
Unless, therefore, there has been a radical! 
change in the conditions since 1912, he 
seems to have reason. on his side in con- 
tending that speed-—-if by speed is meant 
dangerous driving—is the greater offender. 

The proposal of the Royal Commission 
to abolish the speed limit. although not 
yet officially adopted, adds The Times, 
has for some time past heen generally 
acted upon alike by the public on wheels 
and by the police as though it were 
already the law of the land. On that pro- 
posal, probably, there will be no going 
back. The change was as inevitable as 
the disappearance of the red flag which 
used to be carried in front of the traction- 
engines. But, in the interest of those 
“other persons,” it is al] the more 
essential that because of the change motor 
drivers should be compelled by the force 
of public opinion or by the arm of the 
law to bear in mind the incontrovertible 
fact that the rights of other persons to the 
proper use of the roads cannot with 
impunity be ignored.

BRITAIN’S ROLE IN

Hendersen’s speech, which was 
from Geneva to-night :— 

For the last four weeks I have been taking 
part in the great International Conference at 
The Hague. At that Conference we made 
decisions important to Europe and the world. 
We settled, as we hope, for good and all, the 
thorny problems of reparations; we. ended 
the bickerings, claims, counter-claims and 
disputes of the post-war period. Above all, 
we ended the occupation of the Rhineland. 
Next week the troops will begin to 
march out from German soil, and by 
Christmas, at the latest, the British 
forces will all have reached their homes. 
I believe I can sav without fear of contra- 
diction that these decisions, and our four 
weeks strenous labour at The Hague, have 
made a solid and lasting contribution to 
international peace. 

Those of you’ who heard the Prime 
Minister’s speech broadcast to England and 
the world the other day remember the pro- 
longed outbursi of applause which greeted him 
when he declared that the British Government 
had decided now to sign the optional clause. 
The. optional clause is an undertaking by 
those Governments who sign it that they will 
vefer their disputes with other nations to the 
Permanent Court of International Justice at 
The Hague, if those disputes are sucl that 
they can be settled by an application of the 
rules of international law. It is an undéer- 
taking that every legal case which may 
in the future arise between Governments shall 
be settled not by force or by the bluffing of 
diplomacy, but by judges ‘whose task it is to 
lav down what impartial justice demands. 
The six Governments of the British Com. 
monwealth of Nations propose to sign th) 
clause before the end of this Assembly.  ! 
may add that since the Prime Minister an- 
nounced this decision, France, Peru and other 
nations have already said that they will join 
the Governments of the British Common- 
wealth in taking this momentous step. 
Again, we hope that in disarmament this 
Assembly will make a new step.forward, It 
is the most urgent question of foreign policy 
to-dlay. In disarmament there are difficulties 
of every kind. We must, no doubt, ‘he 
Our hopes at the héginning must 
not be set too high: but if we must he 
prudent. we must be courageous, too 

.The British Government is already on the 
job. ' The Prime Minister told the Assembly 
that his negotiations with the United States 
are well advanced. An agreement hetween 
our. two countries. if it has not yet been 
made, is, nevertheless, in sight: but, again, 
that agreement will be no more than a pre- 
liminary step. Naval disarmament alone 
would be insufficient. We must. deal with 
land and air forces as well; with the tanks. 
guns, aircraft. ahd poison gas. which will 
destroy, our, children and our children’s chil- 
dren, if we allow another war ever to take 
place. We are hoping, therefore, that at this 
Assembly we. can prepare the. way. for the 
Preparatory Commission of the League to get 
on with its task of drawing up a general 
treaty of disarmament, in order that a world- 
wide . conference on the subject may he 
summoned within measureable time, Arbi- 
tration and, disarmament will do much to give 
us greater security than we have . to-day 
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against the danger of international war,

WAGES REGARDED 
-AS TOO LOW, 


THE COMPANY'S

“MUST FIND RELIEF IN

Evidencé was given at the Court of Inquiry 
yesterday into the Dublin tramways 
dispute by Mr. Grey, who stated that 
unless the company got relief in wages 
there would be nothing for it but to 
appoint a receiver. 


. Clay, on behalf of the men, stated 
that when they met the directors the 
men’s representatives suggested that 
the problem confronting the company 
was not one of wages or working costs, 
but of regulation and control, and 
probably also of easement in statutory 
burdens. 


The view of the men was that the present 
wages were too low in view of the 
cost of living figure, and compared 
unfavourably with those paid to tram- 
way employes in other parts. 


The Court of Inquiry into the causes 
and circumstances of the Dublin United 
Tramways dispute: resumed the hearing of 
evidence at 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
in the City Hall, when the cross-exannna- 
tion of Mr. W. J. Grey, A.C;A., was 
continued. 

Judge Davitt (Chairman) presided, and 
the other members of the Court were Mr. 
Algernon A. Odlum and Mr. L. J. Duffy. 

Replying to Mr. Rice, K.C., who, with 
Mr.’ Wood, K.C-, appeared on behalf of 
the Dublin City Commissioners, Mr. Grey 
said that he was afraid he could not agree 
that the Tramway Company had over 
£400,000 in reserves. 

Mr. Rice—I put it to you that that is 
so. When did the company see the neces- 
sity for putting, £15,000 a year to réser¥e 
for. redemption of debentures ? 

Within the last two years. The com- 
pany is a declining business, and it had 
very substantial obligations: to its 
i debenture holders. | 

To further questions, Mr. Grev said 
that the total revenue for the year 1927 


was £620,000. In that vear it “was 
obvious, owing tg intensified competition 
from ‘buses. that the business was 


declining. The net revenue in that year 
“was £177,000. 

What were the net receipts in 1928? 
£174.000. 

Asked when were the dehentures due for 
payment, Mr. Grey said at varying dates. 
£57,000 of the 55 per cent. bonds were 


redeemable next year. 
WAGES BEFORE THE WAR. 
Replying. to further «questions with 
regard to wages, witness said he thoucht 


that 3ls. a week before the war was 
rather a higher wage than that which 
was paid to most other emplavés in 
Dublin. It was manifestly impossible for 


the Tram Company under present condi- 
tions to,go on paying the wages they are 


row paying. He mentioned that out ot 
the 1,603 emplovées on strike the averaze 
wage was £3 a week. which was. he 
thought, rather a surprising figure. 
Wages represented 68 per cent. of the 


working ‘expenses, and thé directors. 


cone 


sidering it the biggest portion of the 
expenditure, it was natural that they 
should try to secure a reduction. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore, cross-examining 


on behalf of the "Bus Owners’ Association. 
asked: what. witness would consider a fair 
sum to pay Ordinary shareholders. 

Witness replied that he thought 
6 per cent.: but was inclined to agree 
with counsel’s suggestion of 74 per cent. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore—The wages of the 
company’s men are fair, and are nol 
exorbitant ?—They are not exorbitant, but 
they are beyond the capacity of the Tram 
Company. He further expressed the view 
that, haviif® regard to the conditions of 
competition and so forth, the wages were 
too high. 

Having regard to other tramway opera- 
tors, are not the wages of the men in 
Dublin what you would call fair wages? 

- Witness replied that many other tram- 
ways were controlled by municipalities, 
and municipalities invariably paid their 
employés more than ordinary companies. 


'BUS v. TRAM FARES. 

Counsel put it that apparently ‘buses 
could afford to run in Dublin and charge 
a lower fare than the Tram Company. 

Witness replied that he thought the 
"bus companies charged higher fares than 
the Tram Company. He regarded the 
tramway as one of the essential public 
utility services. 

Answering Mr. Kingsmill Moore, Mr. 
Grey said that the trams and "buses were 
running uneconomically. He would be in 
favour of the setting up of some kind of a 
board of control or a system of control 
which would restrict the: present competi- 
tion. ‘ 

Re-examined by Mr. FitzGibbon on the 
figures of the amounts placed to reserve, 
the witness. said that the company had 
already depreciated the whole of the 
omnibus reserve. They assumed that the 
life of a ’bus was 200,000 miles, and the 
provision made was scarcely sufficient. 
Assuming they had a reserve of 
£271,000, out of that sum should be taken 
the cost of renewals of tracks... The re- 
serve was inadequate to renew overhead 
lines, cables which cost £287,000 to put 
up. To replace them to-day would cést 
two-and-a-half times as mutch. 

Mr. FitzGibbon—-That makes a big hole 
in the hypothetical nest egg of £400,000 
suggested by Mr. Rice. 

Asked, if these items had to be charged 
against reserves. where would the money 
be got, Mr. Grey replied: '“ I suppose we 
would have to go to our bankers.”’ 


UNREMUNERATIVE LINES. 


In reply to Mr. Duffy, Mr. Grey said 
that, in striking the average wage of 60s. 
for the 1,600 men. involved, he had in- 
cluded ’bus drivers, conductors, etc. He 
knew it to be a fact that their average 
wage was higher than that of the railway. 
It was true that the company was running.

standing at £136,256.451. There is an increase 
of £2.530,.000 in the Government securities, 
which may represent a further participation 
in the allotment of Treasury bills. The other 
securities are abont £5,300,000 higher, the 
bulk of the movement. relating to securities 
other than discounts and advances. The 
public deposits are nearly £11,£00,000 lower. 
the result of Government disbursements for 
interest and an excess of Treasury bill 
waturities in relation to the amount paid for. 
Mainly because of this latter movement, the 
private deposits are approximately £17,000.000 
higher at over £111,000.000, a circumstance 
that explains the recent ease in the short 
loans market. The ratio of the reserve to 
liabilities is 5% down at 26 per cent.
